Cleveland people have long known 
their car fares were too low to provide 
even passable service and maintain the 
property in good condition. City poli- 
ticilans opposed increasing fares, but the 
City Government finally had to an- 
nounce that after January 1, 1918, fares 
will be increased to three tickets for 10 
cents, or 4censt single cash fare, with 1 
cent added for each transfer. THIS 
WILL MAKE THE FARE PER MILE 
HIGHER THAN IN ST. LOUIS. 


DIVIDENDS—The City of 


Cleveland, with a sliding scale of car 
fares, GUARANTEES the Cleveland 
Railway Company a yearly 6% return. 


The St. Louis City Govern- 
ment does NOT guarantee, nor pro- 
pose to guarantee, the United Rail- 


ways Company 6% nor any other 
return. 


Under the Cleveland plan 
the City Government assumes all the 
risks of the business; in St. Louis the 
Company is required to bear all the 
risks. 

CO-OPERATION — The City of 
Cleveland co-operates with the Company 
in every way. It cut out one-half the 
car stops, to save expense and speed up 
traffic. It orders short-routing of cars, 
and long headway between cars of resi- 
dence lines, to save expense. It gives 
street cars right of way over all other 
traffic, and enforces the rule. Cleve- 
land’s rush-hour cars are as crowded as 
St. Louis cars, and in non-rush hours 
much more so. Cleveland holds street 
railway taxes down to a nominal sum, to 
save the faces of the politicians who cut 
fares below cost of service. 


TAXES—The Cleveland Railway

taxes, of which State, County and City got

The City’s share 
exceeded $1,000,000 a year.

GROWTH—The Cleveland plan, on 
the testimony of Fielder Sanders, 
City Street Railroad Commissioner, 
writing Sept. 7, 1917, “‘creates a dis- 
position both on the part of the car 
riders of Cleveland and of the Com- 
pany not to extend the lines out into 
the suburbs, for a very obvious 
reason, to-wit: the long hauls being 
very unprofitable tend to raise the 
expense and consequently the city 
rate of fare, to the disadvantage of 
Cleveland citizens.” 


A very large percentage of 
United Railway patronage is of this 
“very unprofitable” long haul kind, 
and the residents of several St. Louis 
districts are demanding that we pro- 
vide millions of dollars worth of 
added facilities for more of this 
“very unprofitable” business. 


ON THE PAGGED EDGE—The 
Cleveland Railway Company in 1916 re- 
ceived from all sources $9,597,306.48. Its 
expenditures of all kinds, including the 6% 
return guaranteed by the City, were 
$9,536,671.26. Its net surplus earnings 
for the year were $60,635.32. 


Had the Cleveland Company been 
taxed at as high a rate as the United Rail- 
ways Company it would have shown a net 
loss for the year of over $500,000. 


The Cleveland Company’s officials 
declare the property is not being properly 
kept up; that the City, unwilling to let 
fares go higher, has denied the Company 
sufficient funds to cover actual deprecia- 
tion. The deficit in maintenance and re- 
newal accounts on Dec. 31, 1916, was 
nearly $600,000. With proper charges for 
these accounts, the Cleveland street rail- 
way system would be bankrupt at present 
rates of fares.

FRANCHISE TAXES—

Had this Company been 
allowed to retain its franchise taxes 
during the past seven years, or had 
the City itself set this tax apart in a 
special fund for that purpose, there 
would now be available, in either the 
Company’s or the City’s treasury, 
nearly $3,500,000 with which to build 
car line extensions demanded by the 
public, and most of which should 
have been built during those years.

The People Want Good Service. 
We the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The preponderance of public opinion ex- 
pressed by individuals and improvement. 
a@asociations, through their representatives, 
atthe recent United Railways hearing 
brought to light the potent fact that our 
street railway systems should be operated 
for the benefit of the public and not asa 
revenue producing channel for other needs 
ef the community. These systems should 
not be hampered by unjust taxation which 
excludes the just rights of the companies 
to earn a fair return on their investment 
and provide for the upkeep of the proper- 
ties and allow for continued improvements 
and extensions of trackage to new locali- 
ties. 

There is no feature of our lives so im- 
portant as transportation, and few business 
ventures which contend with so many ele- 
ments of risk to the profit side, which 
thake it extremely difficult to obtain 
proper financing for their needs; conse- 
quently it behooves us to assist this busi- 
mess rather than put obstacles in their way 

The interest of the people is for good 
gervice and our city fathers should look 
to that first, even though the municipal- 
tty does not receive one cent of revenue 
for other purposes out of the operation 
ef street cars, which is not the real pur- 


pose of them; street cars are to take us to 


WHOSE BILL IS IT? 
Repudiating responsibility for the pending fran- 
chise and declaring that it is not the company’s, 
but the city government's bill, the United Rail- 
ways Co., in its advertisement Wednesday, out- 
lines wh&t it regards as a good Dill. 

It asserts that it wants a service betterment Dill 
which will allow the corporation a fair return on 
the capital value, abolish special taxes and de- 
vote all the surplus earnings to extended and ira- 
proved service which, it declares, will require mil- 
lions in the next few years. Here is a sample par- 
agraph: 

The ideal bill would make it CERTAIN 
that after the fair return on capital 
value was paid, every dollar of street car 
earnings, including the revenue taxes 
abolished by the City Government, should 
be used for extensions and service bet 
terments, so that the people would get 
what they most want—more and better 
service—as speedily as possible. 

Excellent. This is precisely what the pending 
bill does not do. Under it there will be no sur- 
plus earnings to apply to extensions and service 
betterments. All the net earnings are to go, first, 
to the company to pay cumulative 6 per cent divi- 
dends on $60,000,000 capital value, of which about 
$20,000,000 is water. Next, if there are more net 
earnings, they are to be divided up between the 
company and the city. The company takes 7 


per cent on $60,000,000 and then divides the sur- 
plus up to 8 per cent with the city on the basis 


'}of one-quarter to the city and three-quarters to 


the company. When the company takes 8 per 
eent the division of the remaining surplus is 
50-50. 


Why cut off the city’s share of the company’s 
revenue professedly for extended and improved 


and from our business no matter what it 
may be, in order to create wealth which 
justly taxed will provide for the other 
mecessary public endeavors of the com- 
munity. Give the United Railways Com- 
pany a franchise that provides for serv- 
ice to the public, a franchise that makes 
it mandatory for expenditure of a proper 
proportion of its gross receipts in better- 
ments and extensions, even to the ex- 
clusion of payment of any taxes whatso- 
ever, and the Board of Aldermen will have 
guited ninety-eight per cent of the public 
saved the good name of our city, which is 
now looked upon as opposed to business of 
any and all kinds, and this has prevented 
our growth, kept away thousands of dol- 
lars from investment thus depriving our 
people of many opportunities for work and 
fmcreased business generally. Again I re- 
peat, settle this franchise matter at once 
and do not rob the public by diverting 
their nickels into other channels than 
those of increased transportation facili- 
ties.

It is to receive its 6 per cent on a fairly deter- 
mined capital value and no more; the city {s to 
get no share in the company’s revenues, nothing 
but property taxes, and the entire surplus above 
these fixed payments is to go to extended and 
improved service, good wages for employes and, 
when the earnings justify it, reduced fares. 

We are glad to learn that the company con- 
demns the pending bill as bad for the city. 

Now that the company has repudiated the bill 
the Post-Dispatch again asks: 

WHOSE BILL IS IT? 

Is it Mayor Kiel’s bil? Does he insist upon 
a measure which sacrifices the city’s interests 
and dooms the public to inadequate street rail- 
way service for 31 years? 

Is it the bill of the Publio Utilities Com- 
mittee of the Board of Alderman? Do Chair- 
man Schwartz and his associates insist upon 
sacrificing the public to the revenue greed of 
the corporation and the city? 

Who is the enemy of the people in the City 
Hall, who wants to betray them for stock- 
jobbing and revenue-raising purposes?

HOOVERIZED NONE TOO SOON. 

“If I can have about six or eight months more 
of this, I'll be ready to retire,” is a statement at- 
tributed to divers coal magnates during last 
spring and the early summer, magnates engaged 
in small as well as large operations. By “this” 
they meant a situation making it possible for 
them to extort from the public about twice as 
much, in round numbers, as they had obtained 
for their product the year before. 

A case in the Probate Court of Madison County, 
Ill., presents detailed-figures on the profits of 
mine owners that are typical of the Illinois field. 
It is set forth that an estate holding $50,000 
worth of stock in a mine near Livingston received 
$40,000 in dividends on the stock in the first six 
months of the present year. On the total capital 
of the mine, $260,000, these profits at 80 per 
cent gave a total yield of $208,000. 

Magnates could afford to retire after a few 
months of profiteering at this rate. Nothing in 
the war situation justified them in demanding 


the return of the entire face value of their in- 


vestment with something handsome added in the 
way of excess percentages. The Government took 
hold of fuel prices none too soon. It has treated 
the Illinois operators with liberality. Probably 
some revision downward is to be expected after 
the results of a few months under the new sys- 
tem are checked up. 
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THE NEW SMASH IN FRANCE. 

Some day when the allies make a start on the 
western front, they are going to keep going. 

It will not mean that progress will continue 
thereafter without any halts. It will not mean 
that hastily dug trenches will mot be employed 
for protection wherever it is possible to impro- 
vise them. But it will mean that the static war- 
fare of the past three years, with field defenses 
as formidable as the specially fortified citadels 
considered impregnable in the past, will be at an 
end and that the era of mobile warfare will be 
beginning. 

Has this day come with the tremendous blow 
struck by the British in the Cambrai sector? But 
for the rain that set in before it was concluded 
we might believe that, if it did not mark the be- 
ginning of more open methods in attack, it at 
least showed that such forms of attack are stil) 
practicable. And if practicable, why may we not 
hope that they will be employed with increasing 
frequency in the future? 

Many features of this brilliant movement may 
be studied with gratification. It shows that what- 


ever men and munitions have been sent to Italy, 
the allies do not mean that there shall be any 
lessening in the energy with which a decision is 
to be sought in France and Flanders. On the con- 
trary, they mean to take advantage of any Ger- 
man weakening due to the same cause. 

It shows how the element of surprise may be 
substituted for preliminary artillery attacks, made 
at enormous cost in energy and in money reck- 
oned in ammunition and wear on big guns. The 
number of armored tractor tanks used and the 
success they achieved showed that the United 
States is making no mistake in planning for the 
immediate construction of thousands of these ef- 
fective weapons. With the 20,000 war planes we 
are to have ready by that time, supplemented by 
16,000 caterpillar forts on land, what may not 
happen next spring? 
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LLOYD GEORGE’S VINDICATION. 

The most remarkable thing about Lloyd George’s 
speech is the fact that it was made—the fact 
that it was necessary for the Prime Minister to 
defend the elementary procedure of creating a 
war council to co-ordinate the military activities 
of the allies. 

It would be easy to under-tand a parliamentary 
opposition that would have taken the Prime 
Minister severely to task for the long delay in 
establishing such a council. The necessity was 
long ago perceived,. yet nothing was really done 
until Russia had been eliminated from the war 
and Italy all but overwhelmed. Each of the allies 
has conducted its military operation in its own 
way, regardless of the others and together they 
have lost all the benefits of united action. It is no 
secret that Washington saw the need of unity 
from the time the United States entered the war. 
This was clearly demonstrated when the various 
commissions were sent here to confer with the 
United States Government. It was apparent 


from the outset that each commission was look- 
ing out for its own national interests, and no- 
body was looking out for the common interest. 

Much has already been done to insure financial 
co-operation, industrial co-operation and shipping 
co-operation, but military co-operation has been 
left to the last. It is no exaggeration to say 
that under President Wilson’s leadership the 
American people are a unit on military co-opera- 
tion. They are a unit of all other forms of co- 
operation to win the war. 


The Prime Minister in his speech spoke of the 
essential part that political strategy plays in the | 
war in convincing and holding public opinion. | 
We need not remind him that military success is 
the greatest form of political strategy. The Ger- 
man political system lasts only because the Ger- 
man armies still hold. If the allied Govern- 
ments look after their military business and carry 
it on energetically, they will have no cause to 
worry about public opinion. It will take care 
of itself. 
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Keep your Hoover pladge. It is a matter of 
patriotism not to waste food and a matter of self- 
respect to live up to a promise. 
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LEATHER, WOOL AND COTTON.

The National Tanner’s Association recommends 
that the Government assume control of the price 
of leather as well as of foodstuffs and fuels. As 
to just what has influenced this view on the part 
of men who, with the packers and shoe manufac- 
turers, are the beneficiaries of the robber prices 
for footwear and must share the responsibility 
for those prices, we can only conjecture. But per- 
haps they think they can maintain prices at about 
their present lucrative level or fear, in the exist- 
ing state of public indignation, something even 
worse than Government price fixing. 

But it is a sensible view: What shall it avail the 
public, if the money saved through Government 
contro! of food prices is wasted in buying at | 
merciless prices equally necessary wearing ap- 
parel? However, there are cifficulties in the way. 
For, if the Government should fix the prices of 
leather and leather products, no reason would ex- 
ist why it should not also fix the prices of wool 
and wool products. And if the market for leather 
and leather products and wool and wool products 
were brought under control, to the great benefit of 
the people, the Government could not, without 
ludicrous inconsistency, refuse to regulate the 
price of cotton and cotton products. 

And while the Southern members of Congress 
were cheerfully willing to fix the price of the 
Northern farmers’ wheat, they have shown a curi- 
ous reluctance about fixing the price of the South- 
ern farmers’ cotton.

Hundreds of millions of 
people depend upon coal for their 
comfort and very life’ its exhaustion 
in any country would all but para- 
lyze its manufacturing industries. 

Civilization and coal go hand in 
hand. The heaviest coal-producing 
countries lead in civilization, in the 
arts and in the sciences. A large 
proportion of the wealth of the world 
can be traced directly to coal. So 
the query as to how much coal is 
left in the world becomes an inter- 
esting one—the time is not so very 
far distant when all the known re- 
serves of the globe will be exhausted. 

Well, then, how much coal Is there 
left in the world? 

The bulk of it is stored.in the 
nortnern continents.
